the blood of a microbe called trypano- 
wnia. Colonel David Bruce of the med- 
ical corps of the British urmy wait for 
awhile stationed in Zululand. His wife 
went with him, and both \veie interest- 
ed in medicul microscopic research. The 
fatal tsetsf fly that kills all horses 
along lli«' Zambezi had been carefully 
studied by Colonel Bruce. He discov- 
ered it was riot the fly bite Itself which 
\\jis poisonous, but that when the tsetse 
bit an tinlmul it deposited a microbe 
from Its blood sucking beak, and this 
mirrobt*, multiplying by the million in 
the creature's blood, soon caused death. 


Thut discovery, in arriving at which 


Mrs. Bruce aided her husband, was an 
important advance in tsetse lore. At 
length the fly began to be harmful to 
human beings, hitherto considered im- 
mune. Next, the deadly .sleeping sick- 
ness spreiid into the British protecto- 
rate. Colonel and Mrs. Bruce went ro 
the place where it was most prevalent 
jitid commenced microscopic investiga- 
tions. They found in the blood of the 
natives atlertetl with the sleeping sick- 
ness :i microbe similar to that which 
wiks deposited by the tsetse fly. This 
microbe, then, was also inserted by a 
(ly. Looking further. Colonel and Mrs. 
Bruco actually found that the dying ne- 
groes had been bitten by a fly. They 
examined hundreds of specimens of this 
insect and found it nearly like the tsetse 
tly of tho Kongo. It bit the negro and 
put Into his blood at Uie .same time the 
microscopic creature that killed him. 


It is to be hoped the brave pair of 


scientists will find a remedy for the 
Sleeping sickness. 


To a young American medical woman 


has been accorded an honor bestowed 
on few men in this country. She is Or. 
Annie G. T^yle of San Francisco, recent- 
ly returned to America after nearly two 
years of research in the hospitals and 
medical laboratories of Europe. A few 
years ,i<t» In-. Lylo was studying medl- 
cintj at Johns Hopkins university—• 
studying- hard too. She had nearly fln- 
Ishod a six years' course when one day

Soon she 
became so expert, even as a student, 
that the fame of her researches spread 
to Europe. Then it was that the Vien- 
na professor invited this remarkable 
American girl to go to him and assist 
in expert 
medical laboratory 
work. 


Along with Dr. Mosrr of the Vienna 
university Dr. L.yle experimented and 
worked, and finally the famous scarlet 
fever serum was elabqrated. The dls- 
covei-y of the serum was made by Dr. 
Moser, but certainly Dr. Lyle assisted 
him. 


About that time two German investi- 


gators claimed also to have discovered 
scarlet fever serum. Such absolute faith 
did the Vienna physicians have in the 
youngr American woman doctor that 
they sent her to Berlin to investigate 
and if necessary combat the German 
claims. This she did successfully and 
triumphantly. 


At a medical congress in Paris Dr. 


Lyle appeared and explained the claims 
of Dr. Moser's serum and the processes 
by which he had obtained it. The beau- 
tiful, learned young American won all 
by her arguments and the facts she set 
forth. At Madrid, again, Annie Lyle, 
in company with Dr. Eschcrich, nar- 
rated the story of Moser's serum and 
was 'believed because she knew what 
she was talking about. Finally at the 
St. Louis exposition medical congress 
last year Dr. Lyle told the delegates 
about that scarlet fever serum which 
sho herself had had due share In pro- 
ducing. Medical men assembled from all 
parts of the world could hardly believe 
the evidence of their eyes and ears that 
this doctor, so gifted and teamed, waa 
the handsome young lady before them. 
It has been predicted that Dr. Annie O. 
Lyle will ere long be one of the most 
famous women in the world.

In the early days of May, shouldering 


•big turf spade and accompanied by a 
handful of helping neighbors, the Irish- 
man goes to the peat bog to cut his 
winter fuel. 
The turf is cut twelve 


inches deep and four square out of the 
soft black peat, layer after layer, each 
blacker, denser and containing more 
carbon than the one before, to a depth I 
of eigbt, twelve and in the beat boga 
even twenty feet. With one stroke of 
his double spade, the blades of which 
are set at right angles, the digger cuts 
a clean tkrf and thrown it over Ills 
shoulder to the bank above. There a 
man with a barrow gathers the turfs 
aad wheels them away to dry ground, 
where they are spread out and left un- 
til the sun has drawn the water from 
them. Then they are piled up and lat- 
er carted home to build the turf stack 
by the cottage door, quite like an Amer- 
ican wood pile. 


The women and girls at all seasons 


have .plenty to do Indoors, spinning and 
weaving the Irish linens and- home- 
spuns which are famous round the 
world and working on their wonderful 
embroideries. This work the girls turn 
into play at their "aprigging camps," 
where all the lasses from one hillside 
or valley gather, bringing with them 
their embroidering materials and their 
stools. 
They meet in the home of 


each girl in turn, forming a circle in 
the center ef the kitchen, white the 
boys of. the district ait around the 
walls, jesting with the girls and telling 
stories. At about 11 o'clock the camp 
breaks up, and. the boys, shouldering 
the stools, convoy.ths girls home. 


In other cottages women ait knitting 


around the enormous fireplace, the men 
smoking their black clay pipes and 
swapping stories which keep the chil- 
dren wide awake long after they should 
be In bed. At these sessions the sha- 
nachy, or traveling story teller, always 
meets with a hospitable reception. In 
•Man times, before the spread of news- 
papers and printed beoks, story telling 
was a regular profession. 
Nowadays 


the best story teller ft frequently the 
oaggar man who, traveling over great 
areas, meets the ahanachies of many 
parts and acquires a vast fund of tales, 
true and otherwise. If oat exciting are 
his narratives of tbe doings ef Finn 
Ifacoul and hie warriors, of giants, 
fairies aad banshees. In more than 
•neof his romances the hero is the good 
8t Patrick himself, of whom he tells 
such tales as tbat of his. conversion of 
Ossian, son of Finn.

The Ciaelic is a language which need* 


no accompaniment of lute or harp to 
convert it into song. Like many of the 
dialects of the North American Indiana, 
it was poetry before it was written 
and sting itself into the hearts of the 
people long ages l>efore it was reduced 
to grammatical exactness. The most 
ancient Gaelic manuscripts in exist- 
ence are distinctively poetic in con- 
struction. It bus been asserted tbat 
the entire Drnidic system was poetical 
In its inception and development, and 
there are manuscripts In the conti- 
nental museums dating from the period 
immediately preceding the arrival of 
tbe Christian missionaries which seem 
to give character to tbe theory. This 
hypothesis has led some eminent Gaelic 
investigators to believe that this lan- 
guage, like tbe Romance dialects of tbo 
continent, was poetry first and was 
converted Into prose only when the ex- 
igencies of tbe times demanded the mu- 
tilation. 


Be all this as it may, it is certain 


that Irish writers of all ages, from tile 
time of tbe evolution of the Oraiank 
cycle down to tbe middle of tbe last 
Century, have preferred to expreaa 
themselves in verge.

The Cornwallis street baths cost 


about $125,000, and Liverpool has 
begun the construction of Jbuildings 
at Pier Head which will demand an 
expenditure of |375,000. I made a 
careful inspection of some of these 
establishments.

There are several classes of baths with 
varying prices, and one can have a 
plain tub bath with hot and cold wa- 
ter, soap, sponge and towels, all for 
tbe sum of 2 cents in our money or a 
penny in theirs. Two days in the week 
this price is cut In half. 
You could 


not get aw good a bath in the best ho- 
tel in Liverpool or London for fifty 
times the uioWy. 


The average price of a plunge bath, 


with the use of the pool as long as de- 
aired, is Jess than 6 cents. But the 
free open baths of Liverpool are more 
interesting and hardly less attractive. 
Whenever it is po-ssible to secure an 
open space the baths department con- 
structs a pool, provide? warm water 
and erects shelters for the little ones. 
One day lost summer 5,500 lads used 
one of these opfn baths. 


While the receipts from Liverpool's 


balhH arc large, there Is, of course, an 
annual deficit. 
Last year's receipts 


were about $40,000, and the deficit was 
not far from the same amount. But 
this IN one of the enterprises conduct- 
ed without hope of financial gain. The 
city is fortunate In its baths engineer 
and chief superintendent, W. R. Court, 
a man who has been connected with 
bathing establishments for years and 
to whose energy and forethought is 
due the planning and success of the 
"slum buths." 


"We believe," said Mr. Court in the 


course of a thorough Inspection of 
these baths, "that it is as important to 
teach the children to bathe as It is to 
tench them to rend nnd write. The boy 
who acquires an ambition to have a 
clean body will find a way to an educa- 
tion. If 1 have any criticism to make 
concerning our system as It stands to- 
day it Is that we have paid too much 
attention to first chiss baths and not 
enough to those within absolute touch 
of the mass of our working classes.

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How The Massive Minds Solve It 
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The Need For Clear 
Thinking In Religion 


By PRESIDENT ELIOT of Harvard 


R 


ELIGION is not a matter of interest chiefly for the 


SERIOUS moments of life; it is not to be reserved, in 
the main, for Such grave occasions as marriage and tbe 
birth of children, or for great disasters or sorrows, or 
for the approach of death. It is the whole atmosphere of 


life; IT IS THE FOUNDATION OF CHARACTER 
It is 


not a gush of feeling of a sudden outburst of enthusiasm. It should 
be a still, steady glow. Is there any subject of thougbt in tlie whole 
world concerning which there is greater need for clearness AND 
CANDOR? 


Some one will at once object that religion is a sentiment and that 


sentiments are unreasoning tilings. That religion IS a sentiment 
is no reason why it sho\ild not be the subject of the clearest thought. 
How a few sentiments control our individual lives—sentiments that 
have controlled the whole development of the human race—the love 
between man and woman, the love of parents, clan, home 'and coun- 
try ! These are the MOVING sentiments which history shows to 
govern all peoples. Shall we dispense with clear thinking about these 
sentiments ? 


Another objection often raised to clear thought in religion is that 


religion is a mystery. This objection** urged, first, by persons who 
wish to swallow religious mysteries whole, and, second, by persons 
who object to all religion BECAUSE IT IS MYSTERIOUS. Now 
religion IS a mystery, a real mystery. But that is no reason that we 
should not think about it with perfect candor and clearness. Indeed 
the things that are rnbst worth inquiring into in this world are ALL 
uncertainties, problems and mysteries.

Civilized Negro From Dayton 


-The Veneer Came 


Off Him. 


The terrible lure of the jungle to 


the native of Africa and the weak- 
ness of the 
veneer of 
civilization 


over the child of the forest was nev- 
er more graphically illustrated than 
in the case of Daniel Flickinger Wil- 
berforce, formerly of this city and 
later an African missionary, says a 
dispatch from Dayton to the Cleve- 
land Leader. 
Wilberforce was drop- 


ped from the 
rolls of the 
United 


Brethern church by the missionary 
committee of the church at Hunting- 
ion, Ind., because he had lapsed into 
barbarism from which he had 
been 


brought. 


Was Civilized Many Years. 


It was chargeed by the missionary 


board that Wilberforce, after a. ser- 
vice of more than twenty-five years 
had given up civilization and taken 
up the savage customs by becoming 
the chief of the tribe among which 
ie had labored as 
missionary and 


adopted plural marriage. 
He is a 


native African, having been brought 
o this country by missionaries more 
than forty years ago. Daniel 
K. 


Flickinger, then a missionary in Af- 
•ica was visiting a Congregational 
mission 
when a 
male child 
was 


bora and the nrssionary christened 
lie child after the great bishop. 


In Cleveland Medical School. 


Afterwards the boy he had christ- 


ened was found by Plickinger in New 
York and was brought here and edu- 
cated. 
The young negro boy 
was 


sent through high schooll and lalter 
attended a- Cleveland medical school. 
He then married a woman of his own 
color named Harris in Dayton. 
He 


then became an African missionary 
and worked under the direction of 
the home missionary board of 
the 


church. 
Wilberforce's 
work 
was 


among the old tribe from which he 
had been taken. 
After remaining in 


Africa for a time 
he returned 
to 


America with his family and lectured 
throughout the Central States. 


Boys Now in School. 


Wilberforce has four children, two 


sons and two daughters, all edeucat- 
ed in this country. One son, Joseph, 
is a student at Otterbein college, and 
the other, Christopher, is a student 
at Steele High School, this city. The 
girls are with the'r parents in Africa. 


The board of 
missions 
received 


word of his 
relapse into 
savagery 


from other missionaries and actiou 
was taken at once to drop him from 
the rolls. The venerable Dr. Flickin- 
ger, whose protege he was is much 
affected by the news and refuses to 
believe the story of the man's poly- 
gamy.

eral Kuropatkin'i official dispatches 
or IB reports from correspondents At 
the front. • 


The answer of the Russian gov- 


ernment to the defeat at Mukden la 
the announcement that a new army 
will be raised and th* forces 10 the far 
east reorganized; that Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky will be ordered to sail 
on and try conclusions with Togo, and 
that the war will be prosecuted to the 
bitter end. 


This is the present temper of Em- 


peror Nicholas and his dominant ad- 
visers, voiced in a firm official an- 
nouncement that the position of Rus- 
sia is unchanged and that the initia- 
tive for peace can only come from 
Japan. Should the 
island 
empire 


choose to tender "moderate" terms 
and recognize its adversary as the 
power in the far east, peace could be 
easily arranged; but the voice of her 
diplomacy In various parts of the 
world indicates that she is not ready 
to do this, and the Russian govern- 
ment, with the full magnitude of the 
disaster at Mukden still undeter- 
mined, but with the 1905 campaign 
seemingly already hopelessly compro- 
mised, retreat to Harbin inevitable 
and Vladivostok practically lost, de- 
clares that the time has not yet come 
when Russia can be forced to humble 
herself. 


It is reported that the dispatch of 


two new army corps, including the 
Fourteenth from Poland and several 
smaller units, has already been deter- 
mined upon, and that plans for further 
mobilization are under discussion. 


SPOILS OF 
WAR. 


Immense Quantities of Supplies Cap- 


tured by the Japanese. 


Tokyo, March 13. — Reporting last 


night, Field Marshal Oyama says: 


"Prisoners, spoils and the enemy's 


estimated casualties against all our 
forces In the Shakhe direction follow, 
but the prisoners, guns and spoils are 
increasing momentarily. The prison- 
ers number ovejr 40,000, including Gen- 
eral Nakhimoff. The killed and wound- 
ed are estimated at 90,000. The en- 
emy's dead left on the field number 
26,500. The spoils include two flags, 
about 60 guns, 00,000 rifles, 150 ammu- 
nition wagons, 1,000 carts, 
200,000 


shells, 25,000,000 rounds of small arms 
ammunition: 75,000 bushels of cereals, 
27,500 bushels of fodder, 45 miles of 
light railway outfit, 2,000 horses, 23 
cartloads of maps, 1,000 cartloads of 
clothing and accouterments, 1,000,000 
rations of bread, 70,000 tons of fuel 
and 60,000 tons of hay. besides tools, 
tents, bullocks, telegraph wire and 
poles, timber, beds, stoves and numer- 
ous other property. 


"No report from the Singking direc- 


tion has been received. 


"The 
battle has been 
officially 


named the battle of Mukden. 


"Reports of the chiefs of medical 


corps of all the armies have been re- 
ceived from Feb. 26 to March 12. Our 
total casualties at that time were 
41,222." 


The pursuit of the Russian army 


by the victorious Japanese continues 
and a. resumption of heavy fighting in 
the vicinity of Tie pass is anticipated. 
Tie pass, which is naturally strong, 
has been extensively fortified, and it 
is thought the Russians will rally 
there in an endeavor to check the 
Japanese. 


The rapidly advancing Japanese al- 


ready are in touch at Tie pass. The 
Russians evidently are confused and 
exhausted and possibly are short of 
food and ammunition, and it is be- 
lieved here they will be unable to re- 
sist a strong attack. 


Succeeding field reports increase 


the extent of the Russian disaster. It 
will require months to resupply and 
reorganize the Russian armies. Esti- 
mates of casualties given by captives 
reach 
40 per cent. The artillery 


losses were especially heavy. 


Expect Japanese Advance. 


Tie Pass, March 13.—The Japanese, 


It la reported, have ceased their pur- 
suit, at least temporarily. Some of 
the Japanese are 25 miles below Tie 
pass. A resumption of their advance 
Is expected. Rumors are in circulation 
that the Japanese already are at- 
tempting another wide turning move- 
ment to drive the Russians from Tie 
pass. The Russian troops here have 
been arriving with hopelessly rn^xed 
units in consequence of the change in 
the front. The troops are being sorted 
out and organizations reformed and 
assigned to places to defend the new 
position, but whether Tie pass will be 
held or abandoned probably will not 
be decided for several days.

reined IBs horses, when another shot 
from Schistler dropped one of the ani- 
mals to the ground. With the assist- 
ance-of spectators the wounded men 
were removed from the scene. 
Dulin 


was shot three times, once in each leg 
and another time in the left thigh His 
condition 
ia critical. Bohanna re- 


ceived a bullet in the leg, but is not 
dangerously hurt. 


A call for reinforcements brought 


all the available men from police 
headquarters and the sheriff's office, 
and a consultation was held to formu- 
late a plan to capture Schistler. Firing 
squads were stationed in 
nearby 


houses and a larger force was placed 
in a portable fort made of baled hay 
piled upon a hay wagon 
During the 


preliminary 
arrangements Schistler 


kept up a continuous fire in all direc- 
tions. This was returned by the offi- 
cers, and hundreds of shots were ex- 
changed 
Kelly was slightly wounded. 


Finally Schistler ceased firing and the 
hay wagon fort was moved cautiously 
toward the house. When the attack- 
Ing force reached the front gate with- 
out a shot being fired, one of the offi- 
cers stepped out into view, thinking 
to draw the fire of Schistler if he were 
still alive 
None came, and, with a 


rush, the officers charged the house 
and battered down the door 
They 


found Schistler lying upon a bed 
bleeding from "several wounds 
He 


died soon afterward 
It Is not known 


whether he was hit by bullets from 
the weapons of the pursuing party or 
committed suicide. 


Mrs. Schistler was a%vay from home 


at the time, and when she learned of 
the affair fell prostrate. It is thought 
she will die from the shock Hun- 
dreds of persons were attracted to the 
scene, which was In an outlying sub- 
urb.

SUBWAY STRIKE 


[By Telegraph to The Age.] 


Baltimore, Md., March 13.—In a 


speech at a meeting of organized 
labor here President Samuel Gompers 
of the Federation of Labor declared 
that the strike of the Interborough 
railroad men was due to the fact that 
the men violated their agreement and 
contracts with the companies, which 
was entirely unnecessary. "The most 
important object in the labor organiza- 
tion today," said Mr. Gompers, "is the 
honor of agreement between employe 
and employer. The violation of agree- 
ment was the main cause of the strike 
In New York, and if the leaders of the 
New York union would have consid- 
ered the agreement the strike could 
hare been prevented. It was a simple 
case of the members of the union 
flying oft half-cocked and not taking 
the advice of the men who have made 
the labor organizations in the United 
States what they are today."
